putting. up a good jockey, and telling your friends that “ this is 
his day.” The effect of the whole passage is to imply that a horse 
in something like a watch, which may be wound up and set a-going 
at‘any moment. But in truth itis a delicate and difficult opera'ion 
to get a horse into condition, and many failures and disappoint- 
mentsoccurtotrainers which aresufficiently unpleasant without the 
additional aggravation of hearing them ascribed to dishonesty. 

trainer may! try for a whole season and only hit his horse's 
best form once. He may run him, although dissatisfied with 
his condition, “ to get a line,” and he may BOBS) with patience, 
skill, and luck, to make him by some pounds a better horse at 
a future day, and he may tell Fis own and his employer's friends 
when he thinks that day has come.. 

The modern system of racing differs remarkably from the old 
one in the ages at which horses are put into and taken out of 
training. It is observed in “Fraser” that ‘ very few horses re- 
main on the Turf after four or five years old; at the supposed date 
of their vigour they are worn out, and an attenuated and unsound 
progeny is the result.” It is true that horses are usually taken 
out of training at about the age stated, but the reason is, pot that 
their/power is exhausted, but that it becomes more profitable to 
employ it differently... It is possible, however, that race horses do 
lose something in speed as they advance in years. It is very 
difficult at flve cr six years of age to prevent that thickenisg of 
the crest of stallions, which must, interfere with their racing 
powers. But the chief reason of theirearly retirement is, that the 
great. prizes of: the Turf are, go distributed as to fall in gene- 
ral to younger horses, while the older horses, if they have al- 
ready attained. distinction, are certain to be profitably employed 
at the stad. To saythat “an attenuated and unsound progeny 
is the result” of the pregent system is to assume the very point 
which requires to be proved. It is very far from the purpose of the 
present article to. maintain that there are no abuses on the Turf, 
but no good is likely to be done by exaggerating those abuses, or 
suggesting remedies which will tura out to be fallacious. “ Raise 
the weights, and increase the distance,” may he good advice in 
reference to handicaps, but the writer in ‘* Fraser” can scarcely be 
serious in offering it as acure for the moral evils which beset 
those races. Surely, whatever be the weigkt or distance, it is 
equally possible torun horses “ whose day is not yet come,” either 
to inform owners or to deceive future handicappers as to their 
condition. Tt is to be feared that the Tarf is leavencd with betting 
and commerce beyond redemption, but it is not yet quite hopelvss 
to attempt leavening it with honesty.

THE LATH FIGHT. 


(To the Editor of the Jlustrated Sporting teats ‘ Fis 
m,—J should feel obliged if you will allow, me to make a te 
ears es ike yet all-absorbing topic in sporting circles. An sac 
man seldom has any reason to feel ashamed of his country, or shove 
who inhabit it; but I cannot help regretting that there scems. to 
such a cold and almost spiteful feeling against that brave, but ag erst 
estimated and now fallen’ champion, John C. Heenan, whom, all allow, 
fought till nature—weakenod by over-training or some other constitu- 
tional cause—would permit him to fight no longer. It was not his 
fault that the public had made so great a mistake in backing him at 
such long odds nor did it show 80 large an amount of “ boast” or 
“brag” in’ ex ressing his opinion that he was sure to in when so 
man housans of Englishmen (including Tom Sayers, Nat Langham, 
and other great pugilists) thought the same. And’ with regard to the 
charges of unfair fighting made against Heenan, it is true his ‘is 
not the English style of fighting; but the referee, who was an 
Englishman,‘ and was, or should have been, ‘thoroughly acquainted 
with the rides of the English Prize Ring, did not, it would seem, see 
much to,complain of, as Heenan was only cautioned once ; while King, 
according to the reports, was twice spoken to by the refereo. Although, 
from the first, I have hoped that King, as an Englishman, should win, 
still I think that he should refrain from too much conceit or boasting of 
what he has done, for I, think it is generally allowed that had Heenan 
possessed the same constitutional stréngth, quickness, and power of 
endurancé that he had when he fought Sayers, tho result might have 
been far different, and that this fight even was won for King in a great 
measure by the ready thought and Brenies action of one of his 
seconds.. Another, thing which was hardly fair on the part. of 
King’s party was the pressure on the ring after’ one of the 
rounds, which (as the referee. could not call “time” till the ring 
was cleared) allowed King an opportunity of gathering together his 
scattered thoughts, and comprehending what was required of him. I 
now come to the practical o ject of my Uetter, which is to express a 
hope that my countrymen will not all allow any national or other pre- 
judice to stand in the way of their usual generosity and sympathy for 
the ‘defeated but not didgtaoad™ and that while King is feted and 
‘“lionised ” his brave opponent may not be forgotten, but that when he 
leaves the shores of this conga he may carry with him some sub- 
stantial evidence that the man whom the English sporting public com~- 
plimented and praised when they considered him as the almost certain 
conqueror, is not entirely deserted when he meets defeat—meets it with 
undying pluck—meets it through no cowardice of his own, but from 
the superiority of his opponent's quickness and endurance over his 
own deteriorated natural powers. ‘Those who feel a prejudice against 
Heenan because he is an American, should ask themselves what country 
it was sent over the George Griswold and other, vessels laden with pro- 
visions for our Lancashire weavers, and should remember that Heenan 
was not the challenger but the challenged on this eceasion. 
In conclusion, I would make a passing remark upon the anomalous 
pores of affairs in respect to the Championship and champion’s belt. 
om King is now acknowledged to be'the Champion of England, but 
at the same time he cannot hold the belt unless he again fights a man 
whom he hasonce fairly andthoroughly beaten—viz., Mace—and whom 
he no doubt feels confident he could again, detest, butthinks it is but 
doing his work twive over to again fight him. As thisis the position 
of affairs, 1 think it would be but fair (as Tom King will now, doubt- 
ess carry out his previously expressed intention of retiring from the 
mh. to subscribe for and present him with a belt bearing an inscrip- 
tion that having defeated in succession the Champions of Englandand 
America, he retired from the Ring as the acknowledged ‘‘ Champion of 
the World.” My mite towards such a testimonial is ready if anything
